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In  Re  to  I tem  10 : I observed  this  object  first  as  a very  brilliant 

yellow  light  that  was  much  closer  than  any  light  in  the  sky.  At 
times  it  would  emit  colored  lights,  to  wit:  pinkish-red  and  a 

bluish-green.  I best  describe  it  as  comparing  it  to  the  beacon  ray 
on  top  of  a police  cruiser.  Observing  the  object  through  8/40 
binoculars,  it  occured  to  be  a very  beautiful,  brilliant  blue-white 
light.  I would  compare  this  light  and  its  intensity  to  that  which 
is  emitted  by  a very  large  diamond  hit  by  a spotlight  at  night.  I 
make  this  comparison  from  fishing  at  night  with  a jeweler  who  wears 
such  a ring  which  is  occasionally  hit  by  a spotlight. 


In  Ro  to  1 tem  1 1 : I used  the  binoculars  on  the  moon  and  the  stars, 

that  I could  see  in  the  sky,  and  then  would  go  back  to  the  object. 
When  Lieutenant  Williamson  set  up  the  astrologer's  telescope,  he 
focused  It  nn  the  moon  and  then  would  place  it  on  the  object.  At 
all  times  through  the  large  telescope,  it  appeared  to  be  a brilliant 
blue -white,  but  more  white  then  blue.

In  Re  to  Item  13  b:  I answered  this  with  a modified  Yes.  The  ob- 

ject appeared  to  come  closer  to  the  earth  in  a motion  that  I can 
best  describe  as  comparable  to  a weighted  parachute  coming  down  in 
a moderate  wind.  This  comparison  is  backed  on  my  experience  in  the 
army.  I also  lined  up  the  object  with  a telephone  pole  and  myself 
so  that  we  were  all  a straight  line.  The  object  went  to  the  left 
of  the  pole  and  to  the  right  of  the  pole  and  traveled  up  and  down. 

I would  point  out  that  this  particular  night  was  extremely  clear 
and  crisp.  The  Milky  Way  was  prominent  and  quite  obvious--visibility 
un 1 imi ted.

I have  also  been  amazed  at  the  number  of  people  who  have 
described  to  me,  occurances  which  they  saw  and  hesitated  in  re- 
porting. These  people  are  respected  members  of  our  community  and 
they  couldn't  believe  their  own  eyes.  Very  frankly  I am  bugged 
because  I cannot  come  up  with  an  answer  that  is  logical  and  elim- 
inates the  outer  space  bit. 

I realize  that  this  is  quite  rambling,  but  these  are  the  im- 
pressions which  the  experience  left  me  with.  I also  wished  to 
explain  to  you  the  basis  (lacking  of  anything  else  to  call  it)  of 
my  observations.

However,  I have  tried  to  experiment  now  and  find  that 
I cannot,  with  any  accuracy,  recall  the  size  of  the  object.  I can 
only  say  that  to  my  naked  eye  and  to  my  depth  per  sept  ion  the  object 
was  much  closer  then  anything  else  in  the  sky. 

In  Re  to  Item  19:  At  all  times,  the  object  appeared  to  be  a per- 

fect circle.  On  its  outside  perimeter,  however,  as  the  four  of  us 
took  turns  looking  through  the  telescope,  I saw  four  distinct 
things.  One,  it  appeared  to  be  like  a Model  A steering  wheel,  the 
outside  perimeter  was  a blue -white  halo.  Secondly,  it  appeared  to 
be  a series  of  concentric  circles.  Third,  a halo  with  the  interior 
of  the  halo  like  a mist.  Fourth,  there  appeared  to  be  slots  in  its 
interior  within  the  outside  halo.  I saw  no  wing  vapor  trails,  etc. 


In  Re  to  Items  22  & 23:  I reside  in  a house  that  is  on  the  North 

corporation  line  of  Greenville.  There  are  no  street  lights  in  the 
vicinity  and  immediately  to  the  North  is  a 40  acre  soybean  field. 

The  object  was  first  observed  from  the  bedroom  window  and  then  we 
went  to  the  front  yard  so  we  could  better  see  it. 

I n Re  to  J 1 out  28 1 I have  described  here  the  sensation  of  movement 
that  I perceived.  I do  not  think  I could  draw  it  with  greater 
de  scrip tion . 

In  completing  the  questionnaire,  I can  say  only  that  this  was 
a most  unusual  experience.  I had  reservations  about  reporting  it. 

My  training  as  an  attorney  has  given  me  what  is  a very  logical 
orderly  mind  rejecting  that  which  is  not  proven  in  fact.  This 
sighting  hvi  caused  me  problems  in  that  some  of  what  I saw  1 can 
explain  by  logic.  But  the  rest,  like  the  movement,  I can't.  I 
contacted  Attorney  Walter  Rhynard,  who  an_ admitted  amateur  astrologer. 
He  adcriseri- -me — thart—wha-t — 1 — saw~Was  ^enus  and  that  I would  see  the 
same  thing  the  following  night.  At  2:10  on  October  8,  1966,  it 
wasn't  there.  This  thing “is  "bothering  me  further,  due  to  the  fact 
that  some  ten  years  ago  I was  an  artillery  man.  1 was  trained  and 
experienced  in  the  use  of  observing  at  night  with  optical  assistance. 

I have  shot  a number  of  high  burst  registrations  and  center  of  im- 
pact registration.  I've  shot  a lot  of  artillery  shells  at  all  times 
of  the  day.  I used  to  be  a fair  hand  with  binoculars  and  other  in- 
struments used  in  artillery.  This  is  something  you  don't  forget 
entirely  and  I know  that  the  focusing  of  the  binoculars  was  done 
accurately.  I also  fish  quite  a bit  at  night  in  the  period  from 
April  to  the  first  of  November.  I observe  the  sky  at  that  time  and 
I have  never  seen  anything  that  compares  with  this.  This  bothers  me.
